《 汉 英 文物 考古 词汇 》 是 一 本 汉 英 对 照 的 文博 专业 工具 
书 ， 共 收 各 类 有 关 专 业 常用 词汇 万 余 条 , 2920 万 字 ， 分 26 个 
部 分 。 从 内 容 上 看 ， 搜 罗 极 广 ， 既 有 关于 文物 、 考 古 、 博 物 馆 
的 一 般 常用 词汇 ， 又 有 青铜 器、 陶瓷 、 玉 器 、 书 法 、 上 古代 碑 
刻 、 绘 画 、 织 绣 、 漆 器 、 上 古代 家 具 、 古 建筑 、 古 陵墓 等 具有 鲜 
明 中 国 特色 的 文物 的 专业 词汇 ; 而 宫殿 园林 、 明 清宫 廷 、 明 清 
职 官 、 六 部 公用 语 、 富 廷 器 物 等 部 分 ， 更 可 使 人 对 以 故宫 为 载 
体 的 中 国 传统 文化 有 多 方面 的 大 致 了 解 ;最 后 的 全 国 重点 文物 
保护 单位 选 、 世 界 遗 产 在 中 国 以 及 中 国 历史 年 表 等 部 分 的 词 
汇 ， 相 信 对 读者 也 有 神 益 。 

本 书 凝结 着 编译 者 几 十 年 的 心血 。 王 典 明 、 杨 绮 华 两 位 先 
生 解 放 初期 毕业 于 大 学 的 英文 系 ， 在 我 国 对 外 文化 交流 部 门 工 
作 近 20 年 ，1972 年 到 故宫 博物 院 从 事 文博 专业 的 英文 笔译 工 
作 ， 至 今 已 30 多 年 。30 余年 来 ， 通 过 出 国文 物 展 览 、 院 内 专 
馆 陈 列 、 各 类 特 展 和 书刊 出 版 等 文字 翻译 工作 的 实践 ， 接 触 并 
熟悉 了 故宫 博物 院 及 故宫 古 建 筑 的 专业 门类 ， 又 通过 不 断 的 学 
习 和 钻研 ， 收 集 并 掌握 了 各 类 文物 专业 的 英文 词汇 ， 使 故宫 博 
物 院 汉 英 文物 专业 翻译 出 现 了 新 的 局 面 。 他 们 合作 翻译 出 版 的 
图 书 和 图 录 有 数 十 种 ， 如 《 八 十 年 代 的 博物 馆 一 一 世界 博物 
馆 趋 势 综 览 》 (紫禁城 出 版 社 出 版 )、《 紫 禁 城 的 黄昏 》 OEE 


敦 著 ， 紫 禁 城 出 版 社 出 版 ) 、 大 型 图 录 《故宫 博 物 院 》 (分 别 
由 意大利 琼 带 出 版 社 、 美 国 纽约 哈 利 ， 艾 布 拉 姆 斯 出 版 社 出 
版 )、《 故 宫 文物 大 典 》( 故 宫 和 福建 、 浙 江 、 江 西 有 关 出 版 社 
联合 出 版 )、《 明 代 吴 门 绘画 》( 香 港 商务 印 书馆 出 版 ) 等 ， 在 
对 外 宣传 中 华文 化 方面 收 到 了 较 好 的 效果 。 在 这 个 坚实 的 基础 
上 编译 的 《 汉 英 文物 考古 词汇 》， 是 一 部 精 雕 细 磨 的 作品 ， 是 
他 们 长 期 勤奋 努力 的 结晶 。 

这 本 书 的 出 版 是 十 分 必要 的 。 随 着 我 国 对 外 文化 交流 的 日 
益 广 泛 、 深 入 ,文化 遗产 保护 领域 的 合作 不 断 加 强 ， 出 国 与 来

《中 国 考古 词汇 》〈( 汉 英 对 照 ， 北 京 外 文 出 版 社 出 版 ， 其 中 部 
分 资料 为 王 殿 明 、 杨 绮 华 提供 )。 这 些 书 的 词汇 各 有 侧重 ， 如 
“考古 ”或 “商业 ”等 。 这 本 词汇 则 文物 与 考古 兼 而 有 之 ,与 
上 述 各 书 有 所 不 同 ， 且 以 皇家 园林 和 宫廷 文物 为 其 特色 ， 有 关 
部 分 还 附 以 必要 的 线 图 ， 读 者 可 以 一 目 了 然 。 词 典 是 工具 ， 是 
桥梁 。 这 本 书 的 出 版 ,将 有 益 于 弘扬 祖国 的 文化 遗产 ， 有 利于 
中 外 同行 之 间 的 学 术 交 流 ， 也 有 助 于 提高 广大 读者 对 我 国文 物 
考古 工作 的 兴趣 和 关心 。
